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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Another State Control 


Another little bit of political voodoo has been taking 
shape in the Legislature — and perhaps has already been 


decided. 

This is the legislation to prevent towns from counting 
ballots while the polls are open. 

The bill has passed both branches of the Legislature, 
and at this writing needs only to be passed to be enacted 
— the third step in the legislative process. The House 
and Senate were to consider the bill this week, and may 
have done so by the time this is read. It appeared likely 
that, after moving the bill so far towards enactment, there 
would be little chance of defeating it. 

The result of its passage is increased cost to the town, 
and considerable inconvenience. 

If all the votes must be counted after 7 p.m., it’s 
logical to assume that the count can not be completed 
until late in the night. Extra help must be used at night, 
while it appears that about the same number of persons 
must be hired for the daytime activity. Thus there will be 
considerable extra pay for the additional men and women. 

Proponents of the plan claim that towns should be 
treated equally with the cities, where the count can not 
be started until after the polls close. This would, they 
say, prevent any ‘‘leaks’’ of information. 

But it seems to us that the Legislature, in its ‘‘wis- 
dom’’, is merely creating a further hardship for the towns, 
without any real purpose. 


Formal Patrol Needed 


It’s about time that some formal arrangement is made 
for the patrolling of Route 93 through Andover. 

As matters stand now, the road is not officially open 
to the public, and police patrol is rather unofficial. Town 
cruisers do travel over it to be sure, but there seems to 
be some unavoidable confusion over responsibility. 

Can local police tag speeders and make it stick in 
court? What happens if an accident occurs because a car 
being driven the wrong way, as sometimes happens 
because the access roads are unmarked? 

And perhaps most important, what happens if someone 
has a disabling accident on the highway late at night? 

It seems to us that the state and the contractors could
